President’s Message 


Greetings everyone: We had a nice crowd of 20 people at our last meeting with 
John Garrett, WN9T. Those of you who didn’t attend sure missed a very interest- 
ing and entertaining presentation. We learned that hams are not the only ones who 
have RFI issues. Commercial broadcasters and cable TV companies have far more 
complicated RFI problems with residents which take a longer period of time to 
resolve. John spoke about kitchen stoves “singing” from picking up signals from 
AM radio stations! 


As you know by now, I have been pushing for an Amateur Radio exemption to bill 
H-4475 which would prohibit cell phone use and texting while driving. As of this 
writing, the bill is in the Senate and is expected to be acted on perhaps as early as 
next week. There are two versions of this bill; the House version which prohibits 
both cell phone use and texting, and the Senate version which prohibits texting 
only. Both versions may have to go back to committee for reconciliation. No mat- 
ter how you feel about the bill, please email and/or call your state Representative 
and Senator and tell them that an exemption for Amateur Radio operators is im- 
perative for public safety and in times of emergencies and natural disasters. The 
more noise we make, the better our chances of obtaining the exemption. After all, 
we don’t want to lose our mobile operating privileges, even during non emergency 
times so that we can continue our enjoyment of the hobby! 


Our flea market is only about a month away! Can you believe that? Please consider 
helping out anyway you can, such as unloading sellers gear, taking money at the 
admissions table, meeting Sumner, W1VIV at the shack, etc. You don’t have to 
work the entire time.
